riving from Missouri to Oregon 

I was amazed by the diversity of 
landscapes as I traveled from state to 
state. However, nothing prepared me 
for the drastic differences of Oregon's 
landscape. Rocky costal shores, smooth 
sandy beaches, high mountain peaks, 
and a flat, productive valley that boasts 
crops from grasses to grapes; I was im- 
pressed to say the least. The internship 
with the Institute for Applied Ecology 
took me to the many parts of Oregon, 
from Ashland to Tygh Valley; I have 
seen some great sites. Never have I 
seen so much beauty, the memories 
are forever and the pictures are simply 
bragging rights. With the Institute | 
have learned more about native and in- 
vasive Oregon plants than any type of 
classroom could teach me. It has been a 
great and welcoming experience. 

My first outing had us driving 
down the long stretch of I-5 to the 
Medford area. Our destination was 
upper and lower Table Rocks ACEC 
(Area of Critical Environmental 
Concern), managed by the Bureau of 
Land Management and The Nature 


Conservancy. Table Rocks are mesa 
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buttes formed by a lava flow 7.5 mil- 
lion years ago; steep sides are visible 
from the road, dark and jutting. These 
areas were very culturally significant; 
the Takelma Indians enjoyed the rich 
abundance of food resources available 
on and around these landmarks and 
they were an important gathering place 
for settlers along the Oregon-Califor- 
nia trail’. In the spring, the tops of 
the rocks are dotted with vernal pools 
that are filled with tadpoles and fairy 
shrimp. 

In 2005, our research focused on 
upper Table Rock, although future 
research will be conducted on lower 
Table Rock. The hike up is about 2.5 
miles on a steep, switch-back trail; 
the view is well worth the hike. Table 
Rocks has a variety of beautiful spring 
flowers, a few that are endemic to (only 
found) there. Our main focus was the 
rare endemic, Limnanthes floccosa spp. 
pumila (dwarf wooly meadowfoam). It 
is listed as an Endangered plant by the 
state of Oregon’. 

Limnanthes is short and somewhat 
sprawling with reddish stems that come 
from the ground (~ 1-4"). Limnanthes 


is an annual that produces seed from 
small white flowers, with 5 sepals and 
petals. The leaves are delicate and bro- 
ken into fine leaflets. Limnanthes seems 
to prefer areas that are not heavily 
covered by grass. Plants found in grassy 
areas were small or had already fruited.

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Update On The Oregon Flora Project

The NPSO has been a sponsor of 
the Oregon Flora Project (OFP) since 
its inception in 1994, Many within this 
society have played a key role in the 
growth and development of the OFP, 
and are well acquainted with our goals 
and progress. However, | realize that 
some may not be familiar with what we 
do and its relevance to the mission of 
the NPSO. This article is to reacquaint 
or enlighten readers with some details 
about the Oregon Flora Project. 

The mission of the Oregon Flora 
Project is to serve as the primary 
steward of Oregon's botanical knowl- 
edge and to foster effective use of this 
knowledge by all citizens. There are 
four key features we are creating to ac- 
complish this mission: a Checklist, an 
Atlas of plant distributions, a Photo 
Gallery, and a Flora. While each facet 
is independently valuable, in com- 
bination they make an unparalleled 
resource on the vascular plants of Or- 
egon. Each is also an essential build- 
ing block for the completion of the 
project’s namesake—a Flora of Oregon. 
Below is a brief synopsis of each facet: 
e For the past several years, work 

on the Checklist has focused an 

intense effort to assess taxonomic 

concepts for all Oregon plants. 

Dozens of botanists have contrib- 

uted their expertise by preparing 

checklist treatments for genera. In 

early 2007 these will undergo a 

Checklist committee review, and 

will culminate in the release of a 

working version of the Checklist. 


e The Oregon Plant Atlas, acces- 
sible online at www.oregonflora. 
org/oregonplantatlas.html, is a 
popular tool for mapping plant 
distributions. The NPSO plays 
an important role in the develop- 
ment of the Atlas by coordinating 
data-gathering on Society field 
trips. The Atlas is used by outdoor 
enthusiasts, land use planners, edu- 
cators, and historians, and is a vital 
resource for botanists in state and 
federal agencies.

e The Photo Gallery has benefited 
greatly from the donation of thou- 
sands of images of Oregon plants, 
coupled with countless volunteer 
hours spent cataloging, databasing, 
and confirming identifications. 
The information imparted by 
photographs aids both amateurs 
and professionals in identifying 
and understanding the biology of 
plants, and will be a valuable on- 
line component of the OFP. 


The Flora will be written with 

a dichotomous key, and appear 

in book form. It will also be pre- 
sented online with a multiple-entry 
key based on a database of mor- 
phological characters. The database 
will be compiled concurrently with 
the floristic treatments. 


The Digital Field Guide will be 
the mechanism by which users can ac- 
cess the information of the OFP. We 
continue to work at curating the data 
and images to be presented, and the 
software support is provided pro bono 
by Sherry Pittam from NACSE (our 
collaborators on the now-expired grant 
to create the DFG). 

Funding for the OFP has his- 
torically come from the following 
sources: federal grants shared with the 


Herbarium and NACSE; an exclusive 


grant from the BLM; small grants 
(<$15,000) from the US Forest Service, 
regional foundations, and industry; 
sponsorship by the NPSO; and dona- 
tions from individuals. Our funding 
for the next six months will come from 
small grants from Oregon State Univer- 
sity, USDA, Michigan Natural Features 
Inventory, and from individual donors. 
We have three staff members working a 
total of 1.89 full-time equivalents, and 
several student employees. With this 
minimal staffing, our annual budget is 
~ $114,000. 

Both the data and the processes 
that the OFP has developed are of 
value to a broad spectrum of users. We 
are participating in collaborative efforts 
to develop internet portals for botani- 
cal data from the Pacific Northwest 
and the Intermountain West regions. 
We also place great importance on 
being a resource for all users. Our work 
exhibits the highest scientific standards, 
and it is also accessible to non-profes- 
sionals. 

In the coming year our goals 
include: preparing the morphology 
database and its associated multiple 
entry key for the grasses and the gym- 
nosperms, release of the Checklist, an 
update of the Atlas, and a draft release of 
the Digital Field Guide. We also propose 
to refine the infrastructure of the OFP.

The majority of plants were found in 
recently dried areas of vernal pools 
where the grasses were slower to in- 
vade. Our goal was to establish research 
plots that would monitor the impacts 
of recreation and invasive grasses, es- 
pecially medusa head (Taeniatherum 
caput-medusa), on Limnanthes. 

To monitor the impacts of invasive 
grasses we set up 2-m? plots and deter- 
mined the percent cover of Limnanthes. 
We divided each plot into two equal 
halves and randomly sampled ten of 
the plants, counting the number of 
leaves and flowers, from each half. We 
removed all grasses from one half of the 
plot and left the other half untouched 
to use as a control. The purpose of 
these plots was to determine if manual 
grass removal would have a negative 
impact on the invasive grasses and/or a 
positive impact on Limnanthes. 

We are using both experimental 
and observational methods to deter- 
mine the impacts of recreation on 
Limnanthes. Our experimental plots

were 2-m* macroplots divided into 
four equal sections. In each sub-plot, 
we measured Limnanthes as in the 
grass removal plots. The four sub-plots 
received, randomly, none, 50, 100, to 
200 paces across. These plots will de- 
termine, roughly, how much trampling 
the Limnanthes can handle considering 


that many people go off the trail to get 
a closer view of the vernal pools. In 
a bigger picture these plots will help 
to understand the impacts of off-trail 
hikers to the delicate mounded prairie 
habitat found at Table Rocks (BLM, 
Medford). We also set up several 1m? 
plots in Limnanthes patches that were 
on the edges of trails in order to moni- 
tor long-term changes in these areas. 
This project is only in its first year 
and I feel that the data will be useful in 
determining what needs to be done to 
protect the botanical species found on 
Table Rocks. I was surprised to see how 
many people made the steep hike for 
the view and plants found at the top. 
We were there during the middle of the 
week and there were at least ten differ- 
ent visitors or joggers daily, including 
one day with about thirty school chil- 
dren. None of these groups or individ- 
uals stayed on the trail. I recommend 
the visit to everyone, just remember to 
wear comfortable shoes, bring plenty of 
water, and stick to the trail!

he Oregon Department of Agriculture’s Native Plant Conservation Program 

has several openings this spring/summer for field assistants with an interest 
in rare plants and conducting research, an ability to pay attention to detail, anda 
desire to work outside and travel around the state.

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20th Anniversary of the Oregon Endangered Species Law!

“WE DID IT!” 


wenty years ago, when I wrote 

those Bulletin words, NPSO’s En- 
dangered Species Bill had passed both 
the Oregon Senate and House unani- 
mously in the closing hours of the 
1987 Legislative Session, and became 
Oregon law. I continued, “... without 
the remarkable and tireless efforts of 
Esther McEvoy, Julie Kierstead and 
Andy Kerr, this ‘small miracle,’ as Rep- 
resentative Carl Hosticka has called it, 
could never have taken place.” 


In This Issue 
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In 1984, as President of NPSO, 
I asked Esther to be our Legislative 
Chair. The Federal ESA had been 
passed in 1973, and I was determined 
to have a matching Oregon law. In 
the same Bulletin (vol. 20, no. 8), 
Esther wrote, “Senate Bill 533 is the 
result of years of hard work by many 
individuals, conservation groups, and 
state agencies. The NPSO Legislative 
Committee met many times for the last 
few years and worked up a number of 
drafts. ... Rhoda Love found Represen- 
tative Carl Hosticka from Eugene very 
interested in the idea for the bill; (he) 
requested an attorney on the Legislative 
Council to draft the bill. By January, 
1987 we had a draft in time for the be- 
ginning of the 1987 legislative session.” 

Esther's article goes on to describe 
the bill’s bumpy progress through the 
Senate and House, its near death on 
several occasions, and the last-minute 
maneuvers that saved it. It also de- 
scribes weakening amendments that 
were added during end-of-session com- 
promises. However, the bottom line 
is that the bill passed both legislative 


bodies with zero negative votes; and, as 


Esther wrote, “Oregon has the begin- 
ning framework to start an Endangered 
Species Program. We did it in 1987: the 
year of the Endangered Species Bill!” 

What next? The Legislature had 
placed our endangered plant program 
in the state Department of Agriculture, 
with Robert Meinke, who had taken 
his degree in botany at Oregon State 
University, head of the program; he 
remains in this position today. The 
program started out well. Dr. Meinke 
appointed a Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee (TAC) to consult with him on 
listing of taxa. TAC members were and 
are: David Wagner, Rhoda Love, Susan 
Kephart, Kenton Chambers, Robert 
Frankel and Frank Lang. The Heritage 
Program had previously published a list 
of Oregon rare plants, and by 1989, 
two years after passage of the bill, we 
proposed 19 Oregon taxa for listing. 
Among those early species of concern 
were Stephanomeria malheurensis, Lili- 
um occidentale, Lomatium bradshawii, 
and Sidalcea nelsoniana. 

The program continued to func- 
tion well, and by 1991 those taxa had

Alice Parker, Saving 
Places for Discovery

I t had not been seen in Oregon for 


eight decades. But Alice Parker spot- 


ted it at Limpy Rock in June 1976. 
“It” is Pityopus californicus, a very rare 
plant with no chlorophyll. And how 
did Alice find herself up there in the 
first place? 

For years, Alice’s friends, Jeanne 
and Frank Moore, wanted to preserve 
Limpy Rock because of its popula- 
tions of Kalmiopsis, a wild ancestor of 
the Rhododendron we enjoy today. 
The Moores asked Alice to help sur- 
vey plants on this piece of rock near 
Steam Boat on the North Umpqua 
River. Alice spotted it; Mildred Thiele, 
volunteer lead botanist at the Douglas 
County Museum, verified it. 

Together, Alice, the Moores and 
Yvonne Knauss worked to establish 
this piece of landscape in the North 
Umpqua National Forest as a Research 
Natural Area. They achieved that goal 
in the late 1970s, after collecting two 
volumes of data—“enough for a doc-

toral dissertation,” one ranger conclud- 
ed. To identify plants, they used Peck’s 
Manual of the Higher Plants of Oregon. 
Peck used Latin exclusively to identify 
plants and the metric system to mea- 
sure them. “Thank heaven for my high 
school Latin,” Alice exclaimed. 

The team’s success in establishing 
the Research Natural Area also entailed 


intense consultations with professors 


Ken Chambers at OSU and Frank 
Lang at SOU, a long rigorous letter 
writing campaign with key Congress- 
men, innumerable phone calls, periodic 
on-site study tours with legislative staff, 
and meetings galore. 

Since then others have discovered 
the Area’s treasures. One was Dan 
Luoma, now Oregon State University 
research professor. As a student, Dan 
was inspired by the volunteer group's 
botanical report on Limpy Rock. 

For his thesis, he studied the Area’s 
rich concentration of mycotrophic 
plants—those with no chlorophyll fed 
by some of the same fungi that form 
mushrooms and truffles. Since the 
plants have no chlorophyll they reflect 
white, pink, yellow, orange or red 
light—sometimes stunning blends of 
colors. 

In addition to helping establish 
Limpy Rock Research Natural Area, 
Alice and her husband, Fred, were also 
key players in the Umpqua Wilderness 
Defenders during the 1980s that even- 
tually won approval from Congress to 
set aside Boulder Creek Wilderness. 

Alice not only helped secure real 
estate for others to explore, she pre- 
served other evidences in “thousands of 
photographs” she and Fred composed 
over their years as Roseburg residents. 
Fred, a veteran, died in 1991. With 
even greater fervor, Alice continued to 
pursue her passion for conservation.

been listed as Endangered or Threat- 
ened. In 1995 another group of rare 
plants was listed. NPSO and the Advi- 
sory Committee were pleased, believ- 
ing the NPSO-launched program was 
off to an excellent start. At that time, 
1995, there were 30 taxa listed En- 
dangered, 31 Threatened, with 78 ad- 
ditional candidate species. Now listed 
were those noted above plus such spe- 
cies as Aster curtus, Castilleja levisecta, 
Delphinium leucophaeum, Lomatium 
cookii, Trifolium owyheense, Aster vialis, 
and Microseris howellii. 

However, at this point, progress 
halted. No new meetings of the Adviso- 
ry Committee were called; no new taxa 
were proposed for listing. The only re- 
quest that the TAC received from Direc- 
tor Meinke in that period was a request 
for de-listing of three species. In 2001 
we were asked, via e-mail to approve re- 
moval from the list of Luina serpentina, 


Mimulus patulus, and Senecio ertterae. 
The committee OKd the de-listing, 

as the case was made that the plants 
were secure and did not face threats of 
extinction. The Advisory Committee 
has not met since 1995, nor been asked 
for action other than the 2001 de-list- 
ing decision. Presently, 30 taxa are listed 
Endangered, and 28 Threatened. Of 
these, 16 are Federally listed. 

During the past 12 years, NPSO 
has asked Dr. Meinke to attend NPSO 
board meetings to give us reports, 
and perhaps to suggest ways in which 
NPSO might assist in making the 
ODA rare plant program more proac- 
tive. When I wrote to him recently to 
ask how our organization could help, 
he sent a reply via his assistant Kelly 
Amsberry who indicated that the rea- 
son there has been no review of the 
state rare plant list since 1995 has been 
a lack of funding for the state program. 
Kelly suggested some ways in which 
NPSO might help: (1) provide up- 
to-date information on plants on the 
candidate list, (2) volunteer for Depart- 


ment of Agriculture projects, (3) write 
listing petitions. Kelly also wrote, “The 
lack of updating our T&E list makes 
directing the conservation of Oregon's 
rare taxa difficult. Our program’s fund- 
ing has suffered repeated cutbacks al- 
most since the program began. NPSO 
leadership might see a role for your 
organization in lobbying our legislature 
for adequate funding for our program.” 
She also suggested that for more infor- 
mation on the ODA program, NPSO 
members could visit the ODA website 
at www.oregon.gov/oda/plant/conser- 
vation/index. 

Twenty years after those exciting 
and hopeful times when we passed the 
Oregon Endangered Species Act, the 
pace of listing has not kept up with 
expectations. Dr. Meinke has been 
invited to attend an upcoming NPSO 
Board meeting to tell us how we might 
help. Our R&E Chair, Leslie Gottlieb, 
has also been in touch with Bob about 
the possibility of helping with the pe- 
titioning process. In 1997 “We did it!” 
Can we help do it again?

n January 20th, The Emerald

The rare and endangered (R&E) 
plants committee presented numer- 
ous ideas for promoting conservation, 
research, and improved information 
access regarding rare and endangered 
plants. The publications committee 
presented the Board with new draft 
guidelines for future publications. The 
Fellows committee presented and the 
Board approved a motion nominating 
Barbara Robinson of Portland Chapter 
as a 2007 Fellow of the Native Plant 
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Society of Oregon. Darlene South- 
worth (Westside Conservation Chair) 
is stepping down as conservation chair 
(effective at the 2007 annual meeting). 
The Board encourages a new person 
taking on this position. The Board dis- 
cussed the need to fill the vacant east- 
side conservation chair as well. Addi- 
tional discussion focused on the BLM 
Western Oregon Forest Plan Revision, 
and its impacts on land management. 
Conservation chair vacancies need to 
be communicated at the chapter level. 
Discussion also suggested the idea of 
chapter level conservation chairs that 
would report to or advise state level 
chairs. 

Oregon Flora Project director 
Linda Hardison made a presentation 


on the status of the OFP. Topics she 


addressed included: a summary of the 
OFP mission, information and tools 
being used to achieve this mission, 

and a brief description of the plant 
checklist, atlas, and photo gallery. She 
then described the envisioned compo- 
nents of the Flora, infrastructure and 
development needs, upcoming events, 
and budget constraints of the OFP. No 
official action was taken by the Board, 
however it reached a consensus that a 
new Friends of the Oregon Flora Proj- 
ect (FOFP) should be created. The new 
FOFP be a 501c3 organization whose 
primary objective would be fundrais- 
ing and strategic planning for the OFP. 
More information regarding a new 
FOFP should be forthcoming follow- 


ing future Board meetings.

n his new book, Pitcher Plants of the Americas, released in late December, Stewart 

McPherson shares his fascination of these alluring and beautiful plants by con- 
solidating information about some 45 species, hybrids, and cultivars, and provid- 
ing for the very first time published images of several species and varieties in their 
natural habitat. Descriptions and photographs of 30 currently unnamed and largely 
undocumented variants of Sarracenia (found in about half of North America) are 
also unique in their presentation.

Twinflower 
is the perfect name for this attractive carpeting perennial. Each flower stalk has a pair of small 
tubular flowers. Each flower has 2 pairs of stamens, 1 pair shorter than the other. Even the little 
leaves are in opposite pairs.

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Everything You’ve Always Wanted To Know About the Genus Carex 


(but were afraid to ask)

n three Saturday mornings during 

March, the Botany room at Lane 
Community College was filled with 
people of all skill levels eager to learn 
about the distinguishing characteristics, 
natural history, and ecology of Carex.

Highlights of the March 17th Quarterly NPSO State Board Meeting

he Corvallis Chapter hosted the 

March Board meeting at Oregon 
State University. The board heard re- 
ports on activities from chapters and 
committees, in addition to focusing on 
numerous subjects: the past and pres- 
ent status of the Oregon Endangered 
Species Act, publication guidelines, 
NPSO fellows nominations, current 
membership numbers, website design, 
Field Research Grant proposals, The 
Oregon Native Plant Curriculum, up- 
dates on the Oregon Flora Project, and 
the status of the election for state wide 
positions. 

Dr. Bob Meinke (OSU, ODA) 
and his graduate student Ian Silvernail 
presented on the history and status of 
the Oregon Endangered Species Act 
(OR-ESA), as well as past and present 
research on selected listed species. Dr. 
Meinke discussed with the board issues 
such as opportunities and constraints 
of the OR-ESA, and the procedures 


and processes of petitioning for plant 
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listing. Dr. Meinke finished his presen- 
tation with a Q&A session. 

The Board nominated Joan Fos- 
back, Mary Carlson, Mildred Theile, 
and Lois Hopkins as the 2007 Fellows 
of NPSO for their long and productive 
contributions to botanic knowledge in 
the Roseburg area. Sadly the awards 
for Mildred Thiele, Lois Hopkins, and 
Mary Carlson will be posthumous. 
Rhoda Love gave an update of at- 
tempts to save the 100 year old house 
of Pacific Northwest botanist Wilhelm 
Suksdorf in Bingen, Washington. 

Membership counts are down 
slightly from the last couple years. 
Although both retention and recruit- 
ment are low relative to counts from 
previous years, it’s clear that extra effort 
spent trying to retain lapsing members 
will benefit NPSO. The larger chap- 
ters—Corvallis, Emerald, Portland and 
Siskiyou—can potentially help NPSO 
the most because their lapsed member 
counts are relatively high. 


The board heard recommenda- 
tions from the Field Research Grant 
committee on proposals submitted to 
NPSO for funding. Look for informa- 
tion on field proposals funded in future 
issues of the Bulletin. Jen Cramer (In- 
stitute for Applied Ecology) updated 
the Board on the Oregon Native Plants 
Curriculum (ONPC). 

Linda Hardison gave a brief update 
on recent work of the Oregon Flora 
Project (OFP). The OFP database re- 
cently received an influx of plant infor- 
mation, resulting in a 20% increase in 
data. This influx in specimen data will 
in turn influence the online atlas and 
the OFP checklist. 

Multiple director and state officer 
positions will be up for election in June 
2007. To learn more about the candi- 
dates please see the April Bulletin, and 
NPSO members don't forget to vote! 
The next Board meeting will be at the 
NPSO Annual Meeting on Sunday, 
May 6th in Mosier.

[ is with sadness that we announce 
the death early this year of long time 
NPSO member Charlene Holzwarth of 
Portland. Charlene became a Fellow of 
the Native Plant Society of Oregon at a 
ceremony in John Day in 2003. At the 
time of her death she was 80 years old. 

Charlene was born in Kansas and 
earned her BS degree at Kansas State 
University before moving to Oregon. 
Here she taught elementary school 
children for thirty-four years. Char- 
lene’s husband Milbert worked for the 
Forest Service, and together they raised 
three children. 

Charlene loved wildflowers, and

the Sidalcea hendersonii is found! Joan 
and Ollie married when she was 17 
years old, and the couple subsequently 
moved to Douglas County. 

Joan had always loved flowers and 
it was at an early Glide Wildflower 
Show that she met Mildred, Lois and 
later Mary. For many years the four 
friends combed Douglas County 
searching for plants and, eventually, be- 
ginning to compile a Flora of Douglas 
County. Sam Friedman wrote: “During 
the spring and summer months, the 
four ladies rambled and boondoggled 
across the countryside in search of 
plants.” They found a home for their 
herbarium at the Douglas County Mu- 
seum, and eventually published their 
Flora Survey of Douglas County in1986. 
Whether this compilation is still in 
print I am not certain, but I treasure 
my own copy. 

Congratulations to Joan Fosback 
and to the memories of Mildred Thiele, 
Lois Hopkins and Mary Carlson for 
their lifetime of botanical research in 
Douglas County, their book, and the 
legacy they left at the Museum. We are 
delighted to honor them as Fellows of 
our Society. 
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1963 when our society's only chapter 
was located in Portland. She served as 
Treasurer of that group for many years, 
and, in the early 1980s, when other 
chapters began to form, she served 
as our state treasurer. Charlene was 
instrumental in saving the John and 
Lilla Leach property in southeast Port- 
land as a city park; and in 1995, with 
co-authors Linda Mullens and Golda 
Kirkpatrick, wrote The Botanist and 
Her Muleskinner, a biography of Lilla 
Leach, for whom Kalmiopsis leachiana 
is named. 

At the NPSO annual meeting at 
John Day, where Charlene received 
her Fellows Award, she and I were 


together on a lovely hiking trip to the 
spectacular fossil beds. We climbed the 
trail through the multi-colored beds 
into the high country, and when it 
came time to descend, I began to limp 
with a painful knee. Charlene, who was 
well ahead on the trail, waited until 

I caught up and then wound her red 
bandana tightly around the offending 
joint so that I was able to descend in 
comfort. She was five years older than 
I! It does not seem possible that we will 
never have a chance to hike together 
again. With heartfelt regret we bid fare- 
well to a most remarkable woman. 


In Memory of Mary Carlson (1920-2007) 


ong time NPSO member and 

dedicated botanist, Mary Carlson 
passed away March 3, 2007, after a 
brief illness. She was with us for 86 
years. 

Mary was born on October 12, 
1920, in San Francisco, California, 
and grew up there. Tales abound of 
the mischief she got into and fun she 
had with her twin sister, Charlotte. She 
climbed Mt. Rainier at the age of 12. 
At the time, she (and her twin) were 
the youngest ever to climb Mt. Rainier. 
Mary graduated from Stanford Univer- 
sity and received a degree in microbiol- 
ogy. While at Stanford she earned her 
private pilot’s license. 

When Mary and her husband 
Karl Carlson moved to Roseburg in 
1979, Mary’s lifelong love of plants and 
nature guided her into intensive bo- 
tanical study and appreciation of local 
wildflowers. Accordingly, Mary became 
very active with NPSO right away and 
participated for many years in extensive 
plant collecting for the Douglas Coun- 
ty Natural History Museum’s herbari- 
um where she helped maintain the her- 
barium records of local flora. She was 
also active with the Glide Wildflower 


Show, serving as a board member and 


traveling hundreds of miles through 
forests, coasts, wetlands, fields, streams 
and gathering plant specimens. 

Mary dearly loved plant identifica- 
tion and, even after she lost her vision, 
Mary could still identify most of the 
native flowers and plants by touch. She 
was a dedicated taxonomist who con- 
tributed to the Oregon Flora Project 
at its inception. Mary helped initiate 
a database for Douglas County plants 
and helped develop a system for cata- 
loging the herbarium’s plant specimens. 

Since moving to Oregon in 1979, 
Mary teamed up with Mildred Thiele, 
Lois Hopkins, and Joan Fosback dur- 
ing the week, trekking the Douglas 
County backcountry looking to find 
new plant taxa to add to their Douglas 
County plant list. The culmination 
of their work was documented in the 
Flora Distribution Survey of Douglas 
County, published first in 1986 with 
a second edition published in 1993. 
Mary’s lifelong love of plants and na- 
ture guided her into a life of extensive 
botanical study and great appreciation 
of local wildflowers. She will be greatly 
missed.

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Highlights of the May 6th 
Annual NPSO State Board Meeting

he Mid-Columbia Chapter hosted the May Board meeting 

and the NPSO Annual meeting at Legion Hall in Mosier. 
The weather was excellent, and many people enjoyed the spring 
wildflower bloom on numerous NPSO organized trips. On Friday 
evening (May 5th) NPSO held its annual meeting banquet, fol- 
lowed by a great presentation by Robert Michael Pyle (author of 
The Butterflies of Cascadia). Thanks to the Mid-Columbia chapter 
for a great job putting together a very successful event. 

Sunday (May 6th) the Board heard reports on activities from 
chapters and committees, in addition to focusing on numerous 
subjects—membership numbers, website design, Native Plant Ap- 
preciation Week, the Oregon Endangered Species Act, Field Re- 
search Grant proposals, updates on the Oregon Flora Project, and 
the open positions for a Westside/Eastside conservation chair. 

Membership numbers remained stable, but with a large 
amount of lapsed memberships. Renewal reminders sent to indi- 
viduals members, combined with recruitment of new members, 
have been crucial to maintaining membership numbers. Board 
discussion regarding membership focused on gaining a better pic- 
ture on why people are letting their memberships lapse, assessing 


the effectiveness of chapter-level renewal reminders, and determining if members 
are getting what they want (i.e. services, information, activities, etc.) from NPSO 


at the chapter and state levels. 


One often mentioned way to improve membership numbers is to enable people 
to become members and renew membership online. This is consistent with a general 
desire of the Board to significantly refurbish the NPSO website in the following 


months. 


Linda Hardison gave a brief update on recent work of the Oregon Flora Project 
(OFP). OFP website upgrades are almost complete. There have been major addi- 
tions to the Plant Atlas, with almost 500,000 mappable specimen points. Some- 
time in the coming months, an online checklist will be available using the proposed 
nomenclature for the Oregon Flora. The nomenclature for graminoids will be 
provisional (from the North American Flora Project). The work to create Friends of 
the Oregon Flora Project, Inc (a non-profit devoted to finding funding sources for 


the OFP) continues. 


The next Board meeting will be in Portland at a yet to be determined date (late 


September or early October).

Botany Professor William Weber Attends the NPSO Annual Meeting

P rofessor Emeritus Bill Weber, trav- 
eled from the University of Colo- 
rado at Boulder to attend our 2007 
NPSO Annual Meeting in Mosier. Dr. 
Weber (b.1918) earned both his Mas- 
ters and PhD degrees at Washington 
State University. He was a conscien- 
tious objector during World War II and 
was stationed in the Columbia Gorge 
where he became well acquainted with 
its flora—especially the bryophytes. He 
had not been back to the Columbia 
Gorge since the 1940s. 

In 1932, at the death of prodi- 
gious collector Wilhelm Suksdorf of 
Bingen, WSU received 30,000 of the 
eccentric German’s collections. In the 
early 1940s, Marion Ownbey, then 
Herbarium Curator at WSU, assigned 
Bill Weber the task of determining 
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Suksdorf’s sites and collecting itinerar- 
ies. Weber did a splendid job, which 
should be applauded now and forever 
by anyone concerned with our North- 
west flora. For the task, Weber needed 
to combine the skills of a detective 

as well as those of a cryptographer. 
The young graduate student was able 
to match Suksdorf’s cryptic personal 
symbols and codes in notebooks with 
those on plant collection sheets, a few 
of which also bore complete place 
names. The result is that we now know 
the true locations of virtually all of 
Suksdorf’s sites. 

For example, Suksdorf’s Don- 
nerthal is the valley of present-day Big 
Muddy Creek on the south flank of 
Mt. Adams, and Falconthal or Falcon 
Valley is the Camas Prairie-Conboy 


Lake area of northwest Klickitat 
County. In addition, Weber provided 
a chronological day-by-day itinerary 
of all of Suksdorf’s collecting forays 

in Iowa, California, Washington, Or- 
egon, and Montana for 57 years, from 
1872 to 1929. Weber’s was a singular 
and very important achievement. (See: 
Weber, WA. 1944. The Botanical Col- 
lections of WN Suksdorf 1850-1932. 
Research Studies of the State College of 
Washington, (12) 51-121.) 

Now retired, Professor Weber 
returned to the Gorge for the Annual 
Meeting in Mosier. He spent Saturday 
on the field trip to “Suksdorf Country” 
with leaders Paul Slichter and Rhoda 
Love, and was given a warm welcome 
by Jerry Igo at the evening banquet.

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What is an RNA? 


Re" Natural Areas (RNAs) are 
part of a federal system of tracts 
established for non-manipulative re- 
search and educational purposes. Each 
RNA is a site where features are pre- 
served for scientific purposes and natu- 
ral processes are allowed to dominate. 

Each RNA on the Willamette 
National Forest is unique in what it 
can offer to a national system of RNAs. 
RNAs provide 1) baseline data against 
which effects of human activities can 
be measured, 2) sites for study of 
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natural process in undisturbed ecosys- 
tems; and 3) gene pool preserves for all 
types of organisms especially those clas- 
sified as rare and endangered. 


RNA Stewardship Program 
A volunteer RNA stewardship pro- 


gram is a unique opportunity for vol- 

unteers to collect valuable data for the 
10 RNAs on the Willamette National 
Forest. Volunteers will be reimbursed 

for their mileage to and from their 


RNA. 


BioBlitz at Crater Lake National Park! 


Volunteers Needed to Survey Plants 


his summer, the Science and 

Learning Center at Crater Lake 
National Park will host three sessions 
of a plant survey to be conducted with- 
in the sphagnum bogs on the west side 
of Crater Lake. This is a beautiful and 
seldom seen part of the Park. 

Surveys will be conducted Friday 
and Saturday on the following dates: 
July 20-21, August 3-4, and August 
17-18. Each survey will be preceded by 
a brief orientation and training session 
the Thursday evening before (6 pm, July 
19, August 2, and August 16) at the 
CLNP Science and Learning Center. 

Botanical experience is helpful but 
not required. The volunteers will be 
shown how to collect and document 
samples. We will meet in a designated 
staging area (parking area for cars) 
and carpool to the trailhead for a two 
hour hike into the bogs. Tennis shoes 
are recommended footwear because 
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much of the work involves traversing 
shallow water (ankle to mid-calf). You 
are responsible for your own water 

and lunch. The survey area has open 
expanses with significant sun exposure, 
so bring sunscreen and insect repellent. 
We will also have supplies of both on 
hand. We will provide pens, bags, plant 
cards, and other materials. You may 
want to bring your own binoculars, 
cameras, and other items to enjoy your 
Visit. 

The BioBlitz will be supervised by 
staff members of the Fremont-Winema 
National Forest, faculty at Klamath 
Community College, and Oregon In- 
stitute of Technology.

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NPSO Umpqua Valley Chapter 
Contributes to Rough Popcorn Flower Recovery 


by Sam Friedman, Umpqua Chapter 


utherlin, Oregon. It all began 

with a few enthusiastic dirt bike 
supporters preparing for the annual 
Sutherlin Blackberry Festival. A few 
scoops of dirt were placed in the 
wrong place—on a population of a 
few straggling plants. These were not 
just any plants; these happened to be 


the endangered rough popcorn flower 


(Plagiobothrys hirtus). The rough pop- 


corn flower only occurs in southwest 


Oregon’s Douglas County and has been 
included on the Federal and State en- 
dangered species lists since 2000. The 


plant relies on relatively undisturbed, 
seasonally wet soils found only in 


northern Douglas County. In the mid 
1900s, the Camus Swale area in present 


day Sutherlin was drained to provide 


more land for homes, agriculture, and 
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pasture lands. Although this effort 


was brilliantly successful, it drastically 
altered an enormous wetland complex 
and left just a few fragmented seasonal 
wetland areas along a deeply trenched 


Sutherlin Creek. The effort to build 


I-5 along Yoncalla Creek in the 1950s 


conceivably resulted in the loss of a 


great rough popcorn flower population 
south of Yoncalla. Agricultural develop- 


ment and wetland alteration possibly 
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resulted in rough popcorn flower be- 
coming extirpated north of Yoncalla 
in the late 1980s. In the last 10 years 
about eight rough popcorn flower 
populations have been inadvertently 
destroyed due to wetland alteration 
and filling. Although probably not very 
abundant historically, today the rough 
popcorn flower has been reduced to no 
more than 15 extant populations.

Action Needed 


Our Endangered Species Act is Endangered

he US Endangered Species Act (ESA), which helped bring the bald eagle back 


from near extinction in the lower 48 states, is now itself endangered by the 
present administration’s unwillingness to continue to protect to our endangered 
plants and animals. 

President Richard Nixon signed the ESA into law in 1973, and since then 
hundreds of species of plants and animals have been listed and have received federal 
protection. However, according to the Eugene Register-Guard, during the six years 
of the present Administration, only 58 species have been added to the list, most 
of them due to litigation. In contrast, 231 species were added during the 4-year 
administration of the incumbent's father, George H. W. Bush. (By the way, some 
of the latter were also added due to a 1992 lawsuit brought by the Fund for Ani- 
mals, Defenders of Wildlife, and other conservation groups. In fact, at least 28 rare 
Oregon plant species were slated to gain Federal protection as a result of this settle- 
ment. Perhaps it is time for another lawsuit?) 

Here are other unsettling facts about our national Endangered Species program 
that were brought to light in the recent (7/6/07) Eugene Register-Guard editorial: 

Undersecretary Dirk Kempthorne of the Department of Interior has recently 
drafted a proposal that would weaken habitat oversight and delegate protection of 
endangered species to the individual states. If his plan prevails, our Forest Service 
and BLM botanists could be prevented from undertaking measures to protect En- 
dangered Species on federal lands. 

Going hand-in-hand with the above, Federal funds for recovery of Endan- 
gered Species have already been slashed by 15% since the year 2000, and the Bush 
administration's budget for next year calls for an additional 28% reduction. 

President Bush has, in the 
past, appointed environmental 
administrators with ties to the 
very industries that are lobbying 
congress to weaken Endangered 
Species protection. And, along 
the same lines, it has recently 
been learned that the Vice-Presi- 
dent intervened in the 2002 
Klamath Basin water wars on 
the side of agribusiness. It now 
seems clear that his behind-the- 
scenes maneuvering was respon- 
sible for that year’s massive die- 
off of salmon in the Klamath 
River. 

Please take a few moments 
to urge your US Congressman 
and our Oregon Senators to 
fight the present administra- 
tion’s efforts to weaken the 
Endangered Species Act. Indeed 
we should all encourage our 
lawmakers to strengthen, not 
weaken protection for endan- 
gered animals and plants.

Not very long after a City of 
Sutherlin rough popcorn flower popu- 
lation was declared missing in action, 
the City of Sutherlin was notified by 
the Oregon Department of Agriculture 
(ODA). Under the Oregon Endan- 
gered Species Act, all non Federal pub- 
lic lands are required to protect listed 
plant species and the City realized their 
responsibility. The City notified the 
Sutherlin Blackberry Festival commit- 
tee that the new dirt bike extension 
had to go and the land restored to its 
original shape. Soon the City fenced 
in the rough popcorn flower areas on 
their property and agreed to enter into 
a conservation agreement with the 
Sutherlin Blackberry Festival and the 
Sutherlin Stampede committees, the 
ODA, the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
and the NPSO to protect rough pop- 
corn flower on their properties. 

NPSO’s part of the conservation 
agreement is to provide ideas to im- 
prove rough popcorn flower habitat 
and to monitor the city plant popu- 
lation annually. On June 22, 2007 
Umpqua Valley NPSO members Ron 
Hatt, Jim Long, and Richard Som- 
mer got together at Sutherlin City 
Hall and met with the city manager, 
Bud Schmidt, city planner, Dan Huff, 
Mike Gray and John Carnate, city park

rough popcorn flower (Plagiobothrys hirtus) 


and maintenance, Kelly Amsberry and 
Brian Basor of the ODA, and Sam 
Friedman of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to review the Rough Popcorn 
flower Conservation Agreement and 
Management Implementation Plan. 
After a brief meeting the group visited 
the recently buried rough popcorn 
flower population and found a few 
plants vigorously blooming! The ODA 
demonstrated to the group how rough 
popcorn flower monitoring should be 
conducted and the group learned the 
common wetland plants that often 
occur with rough popcorn flower. 

On June 30, 2007 the Umpqua 
Chapter of the NPSO felt prepared to 
perform their first formal rough pop- 
corn flower monitoring effort. Seven 
members joined in the effort and were 
able to complete the rough popcorn 
flower monitoring in a half a day. In 
the cool morning hours, while on their 
hands and knees, the group counted 
approximately 3,000 plants. 

Rough popcorn flower currently 
receives protection from development 
on several private and public lands. 
Some of the land owners of rough 
popcorn flower include the Bureau of 
Land Management, The Nature Con- 
servancy, the Oregon Department of 
Transportation, the Douglas Soil and 
Water Conservation District, Douglas 
County, and of course, the City of 
Sutherlin.

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Rescuing Oregon’s Treasures

O regonians cherish their native 
plants. The sense of steward- 
ship felt throughout Oregon is over- 
whelming. Native Oregon plants give 
residents their sense of place and help 
identify their region. According to the 
Oregon Department of Agriculture 
(ODA), Plant Division, Native Plant 
Conservation Program, 60 plants in 
the state are listed as endangered or 
threatened in the State of Oregon. 
The Center for Plant Conservation’s 
(CPC) Participating Institutions are 
currently working with 47 species in 
the state, trying to secure them against 
extinction. Throughout the U.S. ap- 
proximately 15% of plant species are in 
steep decline or considered at risk. 

Headquartered in St. Louis, CPC 
is a network of 36 botanical institu- 
tions involved in the study, preserva- 
tion, conservation and restoration of 
the nation’s imperiled native plants. 
The network of botanists has been 
studying and working to help recover 
imperiled plants for more than 20 
years. CPC’s goal is to recover all im- 
periled plants across the country, so 
that our declining native plants are 
thriving again.

Unlike popular garden ornamen- 
tals, many native plants have had little 
research attention and little is known 
about their basic biology propagation, 
restoration or management needs. 
Fortunately, scientists at The Berry 
Botanic Garden (BBG) in Portland 
are working hard to collect, clean and 
store seed for future restorations. Their 
expertise and commitment make them 
leaders in the conservation commu- 
nity. The Garden has its own seedbank 
onsite, a 7'X9' vault that houses over 
three million seeds of more than 300 
native species. 

Collaboration is necessary to 
succeed in restoring these species and 
CPC is all about partnerships! CPC 
institutions are working in communi- 
ties nationwide monitoring, securing 
seed and working with the local and 
federal agencies to restore habitats and 
rare populations. These partnerships 
with the Oregon Natural Heritage 
Program and similar organizations 
make it possible to make a differ- 
ence on the ground within the state.

Koehler’s rockcress produces showy purple 


blooms on the rocky outcrop where it 
makes its home. 


The Berry Botanic Garden works 
with 61 species in the National Col- 
lection from the Pacific Northwest. 
Andrea Raven, conservation biologist, 
is currently working in partnership 
with the ODA, the Burns District of 
the BLM, and the USFWS on a sec- 
ond reintroduction attempt with the 
extremely endangered Malheur wire- 
lettuce, Stephanomeria malheurensis, a 
plant that has experienced one catas- 
trophe after another. Devastated by 
drought, fire, flooding, and invasives, 
it was added to the Federal Endangered 
Species List in 1982. In 1987, the team 
attempted the first native plant reintro- 
duction in the Pacific Northwest. The 
initial outplanting of 1000 plants of 
this annual species established a flick- 
ering population that appears to have 
again become extinguished around the 
millennium. BBG provided seed and 
seedlings for ODA, which outplanted 
them this spring. Additional plants 
were retained at the Garden to produce 
additional seed of this highly self pol- 
linating species for additional reintro- 
duction and long term storage in the 
bank. As with many vulnerable plants, 
invasive species are a significant threat

to this species. Learn more about inva- 
sive species by visiting “Learn how to 
fight invasives” on our website. 

Koehler’s rockcress, Arabis koehleri 
var. koehleri, a member of the mustard 
family, has amethyst blooms, a stark 
contrast to the muted rocky outcrop it 
calls home. Native only to Oregon, the 
rockcress has decreased in populations 
since its discovery in the mid 1800s. 
Road construction, livestock grazing, 
and herbicide drift are just a few of the 
threats the species faces on a regular 
basis. The team at BBG has partnered 
with the Roseburg District of the BLM 
to reintroduce the species. 

Educating the public on native 
species is a crucial tool in spreading the

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work of Oregon's imperiled natives. 
Conservation education starts early. In 
a recent survey, a surprising number of 
students were unable to identify plants 
as being alive. Parents and educators 
may be interested in “Plants in Peril, a 
guide to exploring biodiversity and rare 
native plant conservation for middle 
school educators”, an intriguing les- 
son plan that will help start dialogue 
in the classroom about native plants. 
Available at the CPC website by click- 
ing on “Education Tools,” the topics 
include biodiversity, rare native plants, 
challenges to saving plants in peril, 
multiple student activities, ideas for 
action projects, and addition resources 
for educators. This lesson plan was de- 
veloped by CPC as a means of reaching 
youth with native plant information. 
Local institutions are working 


everyday with CPC’s scientific stan- 
dards and protocols to make a differ- 
ence for Oregon's vulnerable plants. 
There is a role in support, education, 
and volunteerism for everyone who 
wants to help. 

CPC has established a plant spon- 
sorship program to build sustainable 
funding for vulnerable plants. For each 
sponsored species, funds are provided 
annually to assist in restoration efforts. 
These funds have already significantly 
supported work for the Malheur wire 
lettuce. The Koehler’s rockcress is not 
sponsored.

Emerald Chapter’s Annual Meeting 
committee has been making plans since 
last spring, and we believe we'll be able 
to offer you a wonderful weekend ex- 
perience here in Lane County next July. 

First the basic details. The gather- 
ing place will be Mt. Pisgah Arbore- 
tum, located east of Eugene in the huge 
Howard Buford Recreation Area that 
includes Mount Pisgah. The venue 
there will be the lovely White Oak 
Pavilion, set in an Oregon white oak 
meadow on the banks of the Coast 
Fork of the Willamette River. On Fri- 
day, we will meet there for registration, 
an evening social and a slide show to 
introduce you to the weekend's field 
trips and flora. On Saturday, we'll meet 
there for our field trip departures in 
the morning and return in the evening 
for a fantastic catered banquet. The 
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banquet speaker will be the famous 
Dr. Nalini Nadkarni, educated at the 
University of Washington, and the first 
person to verify that trees outside of 
the equatorial rainforests were sending 
adventitious roots from branches into 
the moss-clubmoss-lichen epiphyte 
layer to capture nutrients. Dr. Nadkar- 
ni, who now teaches at Evergreen State 
College near Olympia, Washington, 
did her early work in Olympic Nation- 
al Park using tree-climbing equipment 
supplied by REI! Her biography is 
available at: http://academic.evergreen.

Saturday's field trips will take us 
to the fabulous summer floral displays 
in the Western Cascades of southeast- 
ern Lane County, areas influenced by 
the southern flora of Douglas County 
and farther south, so we will see many 
wonderful plants not encountered far- 
ther north. A few of those sites will be 
Blair Lake, Fairview Peak, Moon Point, 
Grasshopper Meadows, and Patterson 
Mountain.

Native Plants & Permaculture: A Call For Stewardship

M ay 11-13, 2007 saw a unique 


convergence of plant enthusiasts 
for the conference “Native Plants & 
Permaculture: A Gathering of Plant 
Enthusiasts” hosted by the Lost Val- 
ley Nature Center in Dexter. Bring- 
ing together people from various 
backgrounds and interests to grapple 
with the issues and questions around 
native and introduced plants in our 
landscapes, the weekend left me with a 
refined appreciation of the interactions 
between human activity and the evolu- 
tion of our ecosystems. 

Because plant lovers often have 
strong ideas about the green world, 
cultivated and wild, there was potential 
for emotions to run high. The pro- 
motional material for the conference 
specifically addressed the issues of in- 
tentionally introducing nonnative spe- 
cies, and the control of some of these 
same species with herbicides as possible 
points of contention. An introductory 
exercise on Friday evening made it clear 
that these practices represented the ex- 
tremes of a continuum of attitudes. 

In what was described as “Kines- 
thetic Mapping” of people's attitudes, 


all conference participants were asked

to position themselves along a line in 
accordance with their feelings about 
native and exotic plants. At one ex- 
treme there were those that felt that 
the introduction and propagation of 
any and all plants should be actively 
encouraged, while at the other, were 
those that supported the eradication of 
certain nonnative species by any means 
necessary. By using our bodies to visu- 
ally express our views, it was immedi- 
ately apparent that the extremes were 
relatively depopulated, while the ma- 
jority of participants created a mound 
somewhere in the middle, expressing 
the need for education, prudence and 
stewardship. 

The first session on Saturday was 
a series of short presentations entitled 
“Natives, Nonnatives, and Finding 
Common Ground.” The introduction 
asked us to look critically at our facts, 
values, and assumptions and brought 
a spirit of restoring the natural fabric 
of life. The presentations began with 
Jason Blazar sharing the experience of 
“False Brome Control at Buford Park” 
wherein he stressed the need for com- 
munity-based stewardship. Ed Alverson 
spoke about “The Challenges of Native 


Habitat Conservation and Restoration” 
touching on the fact that ecological 
history is largely an artifact of human 
management. The prairies and savan- 
nas of pre-European settlement were 
maintained by human induced fire 
regimes throughout the Willamette val- 
ley. He reminded us that “the future is 
a new and unique place.” 

Stephanie Schroeder gave a pre- 
sentation on “Sustainable Approaches 
to Ecological Restoration” emphasiz- 
ing the idea of economies based on 
restoration products. This was an 
excellent segue into Michael Pilarski’s 
talk “Wildcrafting Weeds in the Pacific 
Northwest,” which he opened with the 
paradoxical statement: “the weeds we 
hate are the herbs we love.” He went 
on to cite hawthorn, burdock, yellow 
dock, teasel, St. John’s wort, and dan- 
delion, as examples. David Theodo- 
ropoulos spoke about the psychology 
of “invasive” species. He asked us to 
question our perceptions about the 
world, opening with a story about a 
childhood neighbor, an elderly woman 
who was convinced that the bees were 
eating her flowers, and would shoo 
them away. The story went on to reveal 
this as a predaceous misinterpretation 
of the act of pollination, which is actu- 
ally beneficial to both the plant and the 
pollinator. 

Toby Hemenway spoke about 
“Native Plants, Local Foodsheds, and 
Wildlife Restoration,” opening with 
the question “What Did You Eat for 
Breakfast?” He went on to expose corn 
and soy as the most invasive plants on 
the continent, albeit with the help of 
their human mutualists. He also spoke 
about the ecological role of humans 
as the “keystone species” on the land- 
scape. If humans are not separate from 
nature, then surely this is the role in 
which they are best considered. He also 
touched on our conception of wilder- 
ness, whose origin he pinpointed to the 
transcendentalist tradition of Emerson 
and Thoreau, noting that the “wild” 
landscapes encountered by these early 
settlement writers were vastly different 
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from those that existed before the dis- 
placement of the indigenous people. 
The landscapes they encountered were 
not wild, but neglected landscapes. 
This image, of wild nature, as an un- 
truly cacophony of growth, is largely 
different from the pre-European real- 
ity, which was informed by indigenous 
land management. 

The session ended with a panel 
discussion on “Finding Common 
Ground” with Heiko Koester, Sharon 
Blick, Joshua Smith, Aryana Ferguson, 
and Nick Routledge. Aryana Ferguson, 
who could not be present, submitted 
a written statement urging us to learn 
everything we can about our surround- 
ings before making decisions, leading 
to prudence, education, responsibility, 
and respect. She also offered the wis- 
dom that we do not live in a bubble, 
that ecology outlasts us, and encour- 
aged us to not make our introductions 
other people’s problems. 

After lunch saw a plant walk with 
Marcia Cutler, a panel on “Sustainable 
Local Foodsheds” with Jude Hobbs, 
Nick Routledge, Toby Hemenway, 
Joshua Smith and myself and a pre- 
sentation entitled “Invasion Biology: 
An In-Depth Look” with David The- 
odoropoulos. Since I was part of the 
presentations, I don’t have notes on this 
part of the conference, but I have heard 
good things about it! 

Sunday, we shifted our focus from 
the theoretical to the practical. The 
morning's presentation series was on 
“Restoring and Enhancing the Roles of 
Native Plants in Our Lives.” We heard 
from Dave Bontrager about “How 
Birds Select Habitats in Native Plant 
Communities.” Sharon Blick spoke 
about “Native Plants and Butterflies.” 
Joshua Smith and Heiko Koester both 
touched on incorporating native plants 
in our lives in presentations entitled 
“Edible and Useful Native Plants and 
their Associations,” and “Substitut- 
ing Natives for Nonnatives in Home 
Landscapes” respectively. A couple of 
the presenters noted that we seem to 
always want to go about things in the 
wrong way, with Dave providing the il- 
lustrative adage that “it is un-American 
to not clear brush,” when in actuality 
the clearing of brush, to appeal to our 
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own aesthetic of tidiness, often has the 
effect of removing habitat for birds and 
others. Heiko provided the reminder 
that working with native plants con- 
nects us to the “ancient energy of 
here.” This was a good segue into the 
second part of the presentations, which 
focused on indigenous land manage- 
ment in the Willamette valley. 

In the presentations “Kalapuya 
Uses of Native Plants” by Bill Burwell, 
“Ethnobotany of the Willamette Val- 
ley” by Jerry Hall, and “Bringing Back 
Native Food Crops” by Rick Valley, we 
learned, among other things, that there 
were at least 200 species of plants that 
were regularly used by the indigenous 
people of our area, with around 100 of 
those used as food. A stark contrast to 
our own, relatively depauperate, diets. 

Sunday afternoon again saw an 
array of activities to choose from, 
including a bird walk with Dave Bon- 
trager, a panel on “Indigenous Land 
Management” with Bill Burwell, Jerry 
Hall, and Rick Valley, and a series of 
“Practical Plant Talks” on permacul- 
ture and restoration uses of native and 
nonnative plants by Michael Pilarski, 
Heiko Koester, Devon Bonady, and 
David Theodoropoulos. 


I spent the afternoon at the Indig- 
enous Land Management panel where 
the themes centered around breaking 
down our culture/nature dualities, 
guiding the development of landscape 
resources by nurturing existing flows 
through permacultural wildcrafting 
and stewardship, and giving thanks. 

A connection was made between the 
traditional songs of gratitude and the 
preservation of ecological knowledge 
through stories, while stressing that 
part of the thanks is aiding the plants 
to flourish into the future, and that the 
most important thing that we can give 
is Our attention. 

After a Final Discussion and Clos- 
ing Circle, participants from across 
the spectrum agreed that the weekend 
had helped change perceptions about 
plant/people interactions in one way or 
another. It was my sense that if we had 
repeated the “Kinesthetic Mapping” 
exercise, that the middle ground of 
prudence, education, responsibility and 
respect would have been even more 


populated.

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In Memoriam 


Mary Paetzel (1919-2007) 


ary Paetzel died at Royale Gar- 

dens Health and Rehabilitation 
Center in Grants Pass, OR on August 
3, 2007. 

Margaret Mary Ann Paetzel was 
born to Mae and Charley Paetzel on 
September 21, 1919, in Peru, Indiana. 
When Mary was one or two years old, 
the family left Indiana and headed 
west. Mary’s first memory was a train 
ride through snow-covered mountains 
near Dolores, Colorado; she was three 
or four years old. From 1924 through 
1942, Mary and her mother spent a 
total of six or seven years living “off 
and on” in Dolores; the rest of the time 
the family lived in California. Mary 
completed the 8th grade in 1935, and 
looked forward to focusing on sci- 
ence courses in high school. However, 
school administrators insisted she con- 
centrate on domestic science (cooking 
and sewing). She quit school. 

After the Pearl Harbor attack Mary 
attempted to enlist in the Army; be- 
cause she had sight in only one eye, her 
request was rejected. That did not stop 
her. She took a Civil Service exam and 
in 1942 was accepted for training to be 
an airplane mechanic. She specialized 
in the repair of generators and starters 
for B-17 and B-24 bombers. 

In 1946 Mary, Mae, and friend Lil- 
lian Terrill pooled their funds, moved 
to Josephine County, and bought 20 
acres of land in the Louse Creek drain- 
age just north of Grants Pass. Within 
a few years, they started a 3/4 acre iris 
nursery, and sold rootstocks. 

From 1951 to 1981 Mary collected 
pollen for the Greer Pharmaceutical 
Company in North Carolina, for use 
with allergy tests conducted by doc- 
tors and hospitals. Mary explored 
the Siskiyou Mountains and Siskiyou 
National Forest while she conducted 
her pollen-collecting enterprise. She 
started gathering information in ear- 
nest on some of the Siskiyou’s wild sites 
in 1972; she did sketches and plant 
surveys, and looked up the plants she 
didn’t know. She volunteered for the 


Forest Service, and occasionally worked 
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as a contractor and 
temporary employee. 
Mary was also a self- 
taught butterfly expert. 
In 1986 she discovered 
the Mariposa copper 
(Lycaena mariposa) 
butterfly in the Mud 
Spring area. At that 
time only five popula- 
tions of this butterfly 
were known from 

the coastal mountain 
ranges of the Pacific 
Northwest. Based on 
Mary’s information, 

an in-progress timber 
sale was modified to 
protect the butterfly 
population. In 1987, 
the Forest Service hired 
Mary as a temporary 
Botanist to help gather information to 
be used in development of a recovery 
plan for the area burned by the 96,000- 
acre Silver Fire. She also conducted a 
butterfly survey of the Dutchman Peak 
area for the Applegate Ranger District 
of the Rogue River National Forest. 

Mary sold her Colonial Valley 
property in 1992, after her mother 
died, and moved to the Merrill area 
(southwest of Klamath Falls). In the 
summer of 1992, Mary worked as a 
volunteer for the Klamath Basin Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuges. In August 
1992, while doing her botanical work, 
Mary raised an alarm about young 
white pelicans at Clear Lake in North- 
ern California which were perishing for 
lack of water. The story even made the 
Oregonian and San Francisco Chronicle 
newspapers. She stirred things up and 
made people think about the conflicts 
between human and wildlife use of 
water in the Klamath basin. 

Mary was an accomplished artist 
and writer. She had no formal art or 
journalism training—just natural tal- 
ent. Through constant trial and error 
she gradually taught herself to draw 
and write well. 

In 1988, she wrote and illustrated

a booklet on The Butterflies of the 
Siskiyou National Forest. In 1989, Mary 
received a special Forest Service “Car- 
ing for the Land” award for her work 
with rare plants and butterflies on the 
Siskiyou National Forest. In 1997, 
Mary published an art book: Butterflies 
and Plants of the Siskiyou Mountains. 
Copies of the book are in the collec- 
tions of local libraries in Josephine and 
Jackson Counties. In 1998, OSU Press 
published her book, Spirit of the Siskiy- 
ous, Journals of a Mountain Naturalist. 
Over the last several years she worked 
with several friends on her book, 
Solitary Wasps and Bees of the Siskiyou 
Mountains. It will be published in the 
near future. 

Over the years Mary volunteered 
many times to do plant surveys for the 
USDA Forest Service, Oregon Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife, US Fish and 
Wildlife Service, and the Oregon Flora 
Project. She loved to roam the moun- 
tains and keep public land managers on 
their toes. 

A spiritual service celebration of 
life was held on August 10th. Memo-

he Bush administration and the 

Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) are currently taking comments 
on a plan to log much of our last re- 
maining heritage forest. The Western 
Oregon Plan Revision (WOPR) Pre- 
ferred Alternative would boost logging 
of old growth trees on BLM lands by 
700%! This dangerous plan would also 
degrade habitat for fish and wildlife 
and threaten the quality of our drink- 
ing water. 


Take action now to stop this WOPR 
of a bad plan! 


(Thanks to Oregon Wild for above text.) 
The following is my summary of 
changes in acreage of old growth pre- 
serves based on BLM’s preferred alter- 
native as shown on the WOPR Draft 


Management Impact Statement maps: 


Salem District Summary 
(Includes Corvallis): 


BLM Late Successional Preserves 
would drop from the present 54% of 
the base to 23% under WOPR. Land 
removed from Preserve status would be 
available for cutting. Timber manage- 
ment areas would increase from 13% 


to 44%, 


Near Corvallis, much of the old 
growth harvest, under BLM’s Preferred 
Plan would occur near Mary’s Peak. 

In the Coast Range west of Salem, 
many of the BLM Adaptive Man- 
agement Areas would be slated for 
clearcutting. 

Virtually all BLM Old Growth 
Reserves would be eligible for cutting in 
the Cascades east of Salem and Corvallis 
in Clackamas, Marion, and Linn Coun- 
ties. Near Salem, the Walker Flat Area 
of Environmental Concern (ACEC), 
site of the Threatened Nelson's 
Checkermallow, could be clear cut. 


Eugene District Summary: 


Lane County’s protected old 
growth forests on BLM land would 
drop from 44% of the base to 26%. 

Many of the BLM O&C hold- 
ings in Lane County are in the Coast 
Range. A second area of Lane County 
that would be heavily affected would 
be in the Western Cascades near the 
border with Linn County to the north 
near the town of Marcola. 

Also slated for clearcutting would 
be BLM lands in southern Lane Coun- 
ty on the border with Douglas County 


near Bohemia and Fairview Mountains.

Both the Coast Range and the 
Western Cascades would be affected, 
with the greatest impact in the Coast 
Range.

In the Coast Range near Coos Bay, 
protection would drop from 39% to 
17%, and clear cutting would increase 
on BLM holdings in the Smith River 
drainage, specifically in Riparian Re- 
serves.

Georgia Mason (1910-2007)

am sad to report that Oregon botanist Georgia Mason died in Eugene-Spring- 
field Oregon on October 8, 2007 at the age of 97. 

Ms. Mason played an important role in Oregon botany. She was Curator of 
the UO Herbarium from 1969 to 1976. She earned a BA degree from Montclair 
State University in New Jersey in 1941, and an MS from Oregon State University 
in 1960. She was an expert on the flora of the Wallowas and was also interested in 
wetland plants of the Willamette Valley. After her retirement from the UO, she led 
many educational botany walks in the Eugene area. Otherwise she lived a quiet life 
with her beloved dogs. She has approximately 2,230 herbarium sheets at the OSU 
Herbarium. In 1979 she established the Georgia Mason OSU Herbarium Fund 
with an endowment that supports student research in botany at the University. 

Georgia published two books: Guide to the Plants of the Wallowa Mountains of 
Northeastern Oregon (UO Museum of Natural History, 1975), and Plants of Wet to 
Moist Habitats in and Around Eugene Oregon (self-published, 1982).

Medford District: 
In the Medford District, BLM old 


growth protection would drop from 
24% to 10% of the base. 


How NPSO Chapters and individu- 


als can take action: 
NPSO’s detailed Forest Policy is 


published online at www.npsoregon. 
org/pos/fore.htm. It states in part: 
“Approximately 90% of our Westside 
old growth forests have been cut ... 
NPSO advocates protection of all re- 
maining Westside old growth forests in 
reserves...” 

If NPSO members go to the web- 
site www.oregonheritageforests.org they 
will find links which will lead them 
to descriptions of the BLM’s WOPR 
plan and what citizen and organization 
activists can do to try to sidetrack this 
latest onslaught on old growth forests. 

Our best action at this time is for 
the State NPSO as well as chapters 
and individuals to send the BLM writ- 
ten comments opposing the WOPR 
plan and stating our preference for the 
No Action Alternative. Encourage the 
BLM to thin their many overstocked 
tree plantations, which could offer 
more than 2 billion board feet of com- 
mercially valuable timber. Send your 
mailed comments to Western Oregon 
Plan Revisions, PO Box 2965, Port- 
land, Oregon 97208.

Highlights of the October 6th NPSO State Board Meeting

he Portland Chapter hosted the 

October Board meeting at the 
Mount Tabor Presbyterian Church in 
Portland. The Board heard reports on 
activities from chapters and commit- 
tees, in addition to focusing on numer- 
ous subjects—membership numbers, 
website design, the open positions for 
Westside/Eastside Conservation Chair, 
and the Bureau of Land Management's 
proposed Western Oregon Plan Revi- 
sion (WOPR). 

Membership numbers have de- 
clined slightly, due to a combination of 
low recruitment numbers and lapsed 
memberships. Renewal reminders sent 
to individuals members, combined 
with recruitment of new members, 
have been crucial to maintaining mem- 
bership numbers.

do their best to attract new members 
and retain existing ones. Online mem- 
bership and renewal capabilities were 
related to a general desire of the Board 
to significantly refurbish the NPSO 
website in the following months. 

The Board voiced its desire to 
continue the addition of rare and en- 
dangered (R&XE) species descriptions 
and photos on the NPSO website. The 
R&E committee is looking for people 
interested in assisting in the creation of 
these species descriptions. 

The Board spent a great deal of 
time discussing the Bureau of Land 
Management’s Western Oregon Plan 
Revision (WOPR). Please see the sepa- 
rate article regarding the WOPR in 
this issue of the Bulletin. The NPSO 
Board is unhappy with numerous 
components of the WOPR, and will 
be submitting a letter to the BLM de- 
tailing the Board’s views. The Board 
also strongly encourages members and 
non-members of NPSO to read infor- 
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mation regarding the WOPR, submit 
a comment to the BLM before De- 
cember 10th, and contact your elected 
representatives to voice your opinions.
